The strike for higher wages and 
Increased night work pay began one 
week ago.

000 pilots at U.fS. bases, to conserv e 
fuel. M ilitary fly ing in Europe and 
Alaska also has been curtailed by the 
Air Porce.

dwindling is some areas, notably 
around Chicago and Detroit, and 
some operators are rationing gaso­ 
line to customers. But Secretary of 
the Interior Chapman said no n a­ 
tionwide rationing now is planned. 
5. The gov ernment has extended to 
all but fiv e states its restrictions on 
Inv entories of gasoline, diesel oil and 
other fuels. 
6. Union leaders said the Defense 
departm ent m ust screen all applica­ 
tions by the armed serv ices for oil 
products from strikebound refineries, 
but all such requests approv ed by 
the 
departm ent will be granted 
promptly by the unions. 
The strikers’ original demand was 
for a wage boost of 25 cents per hour 
abov e the preiient av erage of $2- 
$2.10. But Knight said any company 
offering an 18il cent increase un­ 
doubtedly would see the strike end 
)t its plants. 


Indiana GOP’s Get 
Mo re Delegates 
Fo r Eisenho wer 


Indianapolis, May 
—Indiana 
Republicans for Eisenhower today 
boosted their hopes and said they 
would hav e at least nine or ten in­ 
stead of six of the state’s 32 national 
GOP conv ention delegates. 
T aft 
backers continued claiming “nearly 
all” of the 32. 
The Ike forces adjusted sights up­ 
ward as a result of triumphs in 
Tuesday ’s state primary election of 
state conv ention delegates in Marion 
county (Indianapolis). 
Indiana GOP chiefs who are back­ 
ing Senator T aft of Ohio minimized 
the Indianapolis results and pointed 
to a setback for Gen. Dwight D. Eis­ 
enhower’s forces in the Gary -Ham- 
mond (Lake county ) area. 
The 32 Indiana OOP delegates to 
the Chicago conv ention will be cho­ 
sen at a state conv ention June 6-7 
at Indianapolis. In Tuesday ’s pri­ 
mary , 2,116 state conv ention dele­ 
gates were chosen. Most were un­ 
pledged but a few carried Eisenhow­ 
er or T aft labels. 
At Gary , Eisenhower forces won 
only in three or four contests for 34 
seats in Lake county ’s 133-seat state 
conv ention delegation. T aft leaders 
said this means Lake county ’s two 
national conv ention delegates will be 
for Taft. 
Eisenhower spokesmen, 
who had hoped for a t least one, 
seemed to hav e giv en up that hope.

But M urray told a news confer­ 
ence ‘'in d ust^ is going to hav e to 
bargain on an equal giv e-and-take 
basis—not Just bargain down.** 
The

bargained “for more than fiv e mon­ 
ths in good faith—but not the in­ 
dustry .” 
Murray said **aU bargaining has 
ceased and the union was ready to 
strike when President Trum an sug­ 
gested the issues be turned ov er to 
the Wage Stabilization Board for 
recommendation.” He went on: 
“The union agreed. 
So did in­ 
dustry . But when the WSB handed 
down its decision, the union accept­ 
ed. Industry refused. 
“Now industry wants to bargain 
once more, but it wants to bargain 
down the recommendations of the 
board. And we will accept nothing 
less than those recommendations.”

Co urt Ruling Fo r 
Seizure Asked By

Washington, May 7— 
Three 
big railroad operating unions said 
today they will ask^ the Supreme 
Court to rule on the gov ernment’s 
seizuie of railroads at^lie same time 
it rules on President Trum an’s seiz­ 
ure of the steel Industry . 
The court has scheduled argu­ 
ments for next Monday on Judge 
Dav id A. Pine’s decision that seizure 
of the steel mills on April 8 was^ 
illegal and uconstitutional. 
Attorney s for the three brother­ 
hoods — the engineers, conductors 
and firemen—^said in a statem ent 
here they hav e filed notice of appeal 
with the UJ5. appeals court in Cin- 
cinati, challenging a no-strike order 
issued by the U.S. district court in 
Clev eland April 23. 
That order prohibits an estin\ated 
150,000 members of the three unions 
from striking. The roads were taken 
ov er by the gov ernment in 1950 to 
av ert a threatened strike by two of 
the four operating unions. The gov ­ 
ernm ent has been in technical con­ 
trol of them ev er since.

Tennessee’s Estes Kefauv er and

Wlien Jimy Demaret took me on 
my first tour In 1941, I was far from 
being straight off the tee a good deal 
of the time. 
I was making a 
basic mistake. My 
grip, perhaps the 
m o s t im portant 
fundamental, was 
wrong. 
I never saw a 
good golfer with a 
poor grip. 
My left ha n d 
was being carried 
well over on the 
shaft. On the ad­ 
dress, I could see 
Tiie result was a 
big hook, and I spent half of my life 
in the rough on the left of the fair­ 
way . 
Demaret noticed this, and taught 
me to carry my left hand more on 
top of the shaft, so that only one 
or two knuckles are visible on the 
address. This is the grip that was 
used by W alter Hagen, Harry Coo­ 
per, By ron Nelson and most of the 
great shotmakers. 
I worked two y ears ironing the 
kinks out of my grip to be straight 
off the tee. 
Hand action is the cause of trouble 
in y our swing about 99 per cent of 
the time. If y ou are off y our game, 
look to y our hands. 
May be y ou’re gripping the club too 
firmly with the right hand. 
Perhaps y our hands and forearms 
are not coordinated. T hat will throw 
tJie hips, shoulders and pivot out of 
skelter. 
If the hands and forearms do 
their work properly , Riming will be 
correct. 
So if y our game is off check y our 
grip and hand action before doing 
an ^hin g else. 


Break dow^n y our stroke and check 
each factor individually , one at a 
time. 
Don’t try to correct several things 
at one time. 
If y ou do y ou’ll wind up with an 
even worse stroke and score.
